THE    BEGINNING    OF   THE    MOVEMENT. 

('.real  oaks  from  litllf  ao.riis  >,'ro\\.  The  Hrothirli.xxl 
iii..vimiiit  was  plantid  in  Canada  as  a  small  tliiii^;,  hut  thi' 
MHifss  whuh  lias  alriM(l\  hiiii  attaiiut!  indicatts  that  it 
has  a  iiiissioii  for  tlu'  uplift  of  liiiiiiaiiit v  wliiili  niiist  plaot- 
il  am.iiK  thf  Kriat  nli^ioiis  iiiovirmnis  of  tin-  imus  It 
rtailus  the  inassf^  in  a  wav  that  no  oihir  nioviinint  has 
\(l  siiccfidi-d  in  doiiiK,  and  iititnanitv,  not  nurtlv  within 
ih.  liuiilN  of  our  voting  ami  rajiidlv  Kf-win^;  I  >oiiiini.>ii 
i'lil  throughout  thr  world,  will  .crtainlv  hv  hinttitod 
Hrotlurhoo.l  may  not  of  itself  aloiu-  brin^  in  the  golden 
iK'e,  or  build  entirely  the  Citv  of  Cod  in  Canada,  hut  it 
I  in  and  will  he  no  small  faetor  in  the  development  and 
perniaiunt    well  heinjj   of    the    race 

The  first  Hrotherho  )  1  in  Canada  was  formed  on  this 
uise.  A  teacher  had  a  class  of  hovs  in  a  certain  Sundav 
S.hool  ui  Montreal.  The  teacher  was  devoted  to  his  class 
MS  the  hoys  were  to  their  teacher.  The  original  m.inlers 
"I  It  ha<l  come  direct  from  the  infant  school.  The  K'roup 
iK.d  held  to^;ether  year  after  vear  thnniKh  the  gradual 
evoutioii  irom  a  junior  hovV  class  into  a  vounx  mens 
Hihle  class,  which  met  in  the  vestrv  of  the  church 
It  luK'an,  iK.wever,  to  he  increasinRlv  difTicult  to  hold  the 
yoiiUK  lellows  together,  especiallv  as  ,nie  after  amUher 
married.  Some  ol  these  married  men  continued  to  attend 
l>ut  the  i)rohlem  of  the  future  of  the  class  hecame  increas- 
ni«lv    i>ressinK. 

At  this  time  one  of  the  memhers  spoke  of  the  ereat 
tnovement  uh.ch  was  even  then  showing  a  wonderful  p.nver 
to  srip  and    hold    men. 

The  I'leasant  Sunday  AfteniDon  movement— '  F  S  A  " 
;«^  .twascommoniy  caiied-was  at  that  time  very  popular 
I"  the  ol.i  and,  ineet.iiRs  spriuRiuR  up  ,m  every  hand  in 
•'"la/mRly  short  time  an.i  with  much  success,  reaclmiR  hv 
this  means  multitudes  of  men  and  many  women  who  haviiiR 
hecome  too  h,g  for  Sunday  School ,  and  not  heiiiR  ,u  nianv 
^..ses  too  fond  of  the  ordinary  Church  services,  emi.r.-.ced 
t'us  form  of  service  and  attendance  at  relJRious  meet.UR 


KxiJerieiu'i-  li.id  r^liowii  tliat  sreatfr  snccc'-s  wav  achieved 
III  iiit-etiiiK^  wliicli  wfie  for  iiR-n  omIn  ihaii  iii  iIidm-  that  were 
open  to  iiotii  s,-.\es.  Tlusi- later  jonit  iiueimt;?>  w  rre  i"  tact 
iisiiali\c()iiiparati\i-l\-  small  :in<i  nnim|H,!  taut .  Tlit-  move- 
ment was  however  not  1  muted  in  Its  inllut-ncf  to  nu-n,  for 
women's  meeiinj,'s,  or  s:stei  lioods,  liad  hecoim-  nnmerotis,  and 
these  co-operatfd  with  the  men '^  Katht-rinKs  witli  fai -reachiiifr 
and  hiKhlv  henefii-ial  resiil's.  Xor  was  tiie  movement  limited 
to  Sunday  !:;atlierinus  Meclin;::s  (,f  various  kinds  were  held 
as  best  suited  the  ronveni.nci- of  the  n('ijzlil,onrhf)od  or  the 
Chnrches  lioldinj;  them,  so  that  llieir  nst-fnlncss  was  con'-ider- 
ahly  increased  therein-  ;  and  iiislt-ad  of  heinj^  detrimental  to 
the  Keneral  Sniidav  Services  of  the  churches,  as  tmdonhtedlv 
thev  threatened  to  Ik-  in  manv  cases,  tluv  thns  hecaniea  larije 
measure  of  help  and  strength  to  them. 


A  Famous    Brotherhood   Meeting. 

The-  teacher  was  ahoiit  in  visit  luiijlaiid  on  busine<^. 
and  determined  to  ],y,k  thnrniii,ri,iv  into  these  I'.ritish 
KaliicriiiKs.  His  first  visit  was  to  the  fain  nis  I^rotherho-id 
meetin^r  i„  Christ  Church,  Westminster  Hrid-^'e  Roid, 
London,  of  which  Rev.  V.  ]\.  Mever,  R..\.,  was  President, 
and  where  he  liad  tlie  drli.,dit  of  seeing;  about  seven 
hundred  men  takinj;  an  .active  an!  enthusiastic  part  in  tlie 
service.  Rv  Kreal  t;<io(l  fortune  that  first  nieetint;  hapiieiied 
to  he  a  historic  i,Mtheritij,'  in  cornu'ction  with  that  jjarticular 
Brotherhood.  lie  well  reinenihers  how  Mr.  Turner,  the 
Secretarv,  annoiuiced  that  Mr.  Mever  had  Ic'ft  diirinj;  the 
jiast  week  for  a  iiolidav  in  Switzerland,  and  that  one  of 
the  last  Ihin.i^s  which  had  been  im|)n-ssed  tipoti  him  by 
Mr.  MeviT  was  that  he  was  to  i)re\-eiit  tlu-  lueii  Ironi  inakiiiR 
any  collection,  or  Kivin.i;  anv  jircsentatiou  to  him,  as  they 
had  done  the  previous  vear  out  of  the  Kixxlness  of  their  hearts, 
as  an  cx])iessioti  of  .steeni  for  him.  Mr.  Turner,  however, 
said  that  he  had  a  su-,.^cstion  to  make.  "Vou  ,ill  know 
that  Mr.  Meyer  wouh!  actuallv  ^ive  his  !i|\.  f,,r  vou,  if 
hv  so  douiK  he  could  be-.. .ft  you.  I  mention  this  to  empha- 
sise how-  deep  is  his  interest  in  you  .-dl.  Xow.  mv  u>;sestion 
IS  that  everv  number  of  our  Hrotlierhood  shall  write  a 
letter  to  the  President,  which  shall  tell  iii  his  own  laiiKuaRe, 
and  in  his  own  iiandwrianj;.  just  what  the  Brotlierhood 
has  meant  to  him,  and  what  benefits  he  has  received  from 
:t.  \\  c  wi!!  Ihtn  Rit  ,iii  iIk-.-  ielU-rs  i)oiuid  to^^elher  into 
>iti    alhnnt,    :md    when    our     h-der     returns    we    can    present 


that  t(i  him  as  our  olTeririK,  and  wc  all  know  him 
suflicii'iitly  to  realise  thai  although  this  >(ift  will  in  oiu- 
sense  cost  nothing,  it  is  one  which  he  will  appreciate  ami 
prize  more  truly  than  anything  elsj  in  the  world  yon  cjuld 
give  him."  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  fam  )js  album 
which  has  been  frequently  referred  to  t)y  Mr.  Meyer  in 
his  writings.  The  visitor  was  afterwards  present  on  the 
second  historic  occasion,  and  saw  that  precious  album 
formally  presented  t(j  Mr.  Meyer.  During  the  other  wjeks 
of  the  visitor's  stay  in  the  Old  C  )untry,  he  went  t)  m  mv 
Hrolherho:)ds,  and  gra  lually  cam,-  t:)  have  definite  views 
,is  t'>  the  ])  )ssil)ilities  of  the  P.  S.  .\.  or  Rrotherh o  )  1  m')ve- 
tiient,  and  the  lines  along  which  it  sh:)ulfl  be  developed, 
lie  found  a  great  diversity  in  the  character  of  the  m.-etings, 
'oine  being  intenselv  religious,  others  semi-religio.is,  others 
mere  ])olitical  gatherings.  He  concluded  that  the  gather- 
ings which  ha(i  the  largest  attendances,  which  were  having 
the  most  influence,  and  wdiicli  were  most  success! ul 
gtiierally,  were  those  which  were  conhned  to  the  male  sex, 
and   were  of  the  intensely   religious    character. 

I  )n  his  return  to  Canada,  he  called  his  old  class  together 
cuid  re])orted  what  he  had  found.  The  class  decided  to 
resolve  itself  into  a  men's  meeting,  and  on  the  third  Sunday 
in  November,  iSc^fi,  the  first  of  these  new  meetings  was 
luld  in  Calvary  Church. 

About  thuly  attended,  anunig  tliem  beinj,  a  nundier 
of  iheolo<;ical  students  who  came  down  from  the  College  to 
iiless  the  new  born  babe,  to  eiirounige  the  promoter  of  the 
meeting,  anil    to  Ciod-speeil   the  nn  venient.

'i'luis  was  the  Men's  Meeting  inaugurated.  The 
ft st while  teacher,  Mr.  T.  B.  Macaulay,  was  unanimously 
chosen  President,  as  lie  has  been  elected  with  the  same 
unanimity  and  acclaim  everv  year  since.  The  pastor  of 
the  Church  at  the  time  was  the  Rev.  K.  Munson  Hill,  D.l)., 
who  was  similarlv  elected  Ilonorarv  President,  and  who 
has  likewise  retained  office  in  continuity  to  date. 

The  gathering  was  n(jt  called  a  P.  S.  A.,  for  the  reason 
that  at  that  time  there  was  a  meeting  of  an  entirely  different 
character   being   held   each    Saturday    evening   and    Simday

Starting  a  Brotherhood.
